Senator Robert M. La Follette, 
independent candidate for Presi- 
dent, was the central figure in an 
automobile parade through the 
downtown district this afternoon.

About 50 machines were in the 
parade, the time of which was de- 
layed and its route altered because 
of the police parade and review at 
noon. The line started, at 12:45. 
from Washington boulevard and 
Company avenue, and moved east 


on Washington to Broadway, then 
to Locust street and west on Lo- 
cust to Sixteenth, then south to 
Union Station, where the Senator 
spent most of the day in his pri- 
vate car.

His 
son Philip, who is taller than the 
Senator. was beside him. his black 
hair contrasting with the Senator's 
whitening pompadour. 

Among the first persons with 
whom Senator La Follette shook 
hands were Mr. ard Mrs. A. Lin- 
genfelder. Lingenfelder. who is 
head of the local German-Ameri- 
can Citizens’ League, is a La Fol- 
lette supporter. 

He said to some of the callers, 
who spoke of the Coliseum meet- 
ing. that he did not know how 
long he might speak.

The 
older men were to stay on outly- 
ing beats, which have to be cov- 
ered, parade or no parade. 

When this order became known 
some of the veterans were in- 
censed. They did not propose to 
be excused, and while some of 
them merely grumbled to tbeir 
comrades others took their com- 
plaints to t»eir Captains. 

“You can’t keep me out of the 
parade,” said one veteran Sergeant 
to his Capt uin. “I need the exer- 
cise.“ He and others who made 
similar protests were told that they 
might march in the parade, and 
they marched. 

In the middle of the unfformed 
line came the gray-clad traffic 
men, accompanied by a band. 

The policemen, as a rule, were 
in step, though occasionally a 
squad appeared uncertain whether 
it was marching to the tune 
of the band ahead of it or 
the band behind it. But the last 
company, Co. I, was notice- 
able for the way that its march- 
ers held their heads up and kept 
their gun barrels in line, and for 
their exact step. The men of this 
company are World War veterans, 
who learned to squads-right and 
the rest of it at the training camps 
and overseas. 

The motor cycle men, who came 
after Company I, had difficulty in 
holding back their machines to 
the pace of the marchers. Thir- 
teen patrol wagons and a number 
of automobiles completed a line 
which was 12 minutes in passing. 

Drills and other features were 
held before the reviewing stand, 
which was in the middle of the 
south section of the grandstand, 
on the west side of Twelfth boule- 
vard, between Pine and Chestnut 
streets. In it sat and stood, when 
flags passed, the members of the 
Board of Police Commissioners and 
Mayor Kiel and their guests. 
Former Mayor Noonan was pres- 
ent part of the time. United 
States Senator Spencer arrived, 
waited 15 minutes, and departed 
before the reviewing began. Gov. 
Hyde sent his regrets.

SAM LAZARUS 
BOLTS DAVIS; 10 
VOTE FOR COOLIDGE 


Democratic Capitalist Says 
Action Is Prompted by 
Fear Radicals May Gain 
Control of Government. 


Sam Lazarus, capitalist and rail 
road promoter, who a few 
years ago was the chief backer 
of an attempt to form a new Dem- 
ocratic club ane reorganize the 
Democratic City Committee, has 
announced that he will vote for 
President Coolidge. 

Lazarus’ decision “not to look at 
the party label” this year is due, 
he says, to his fear that “radicals 
and wild-eyed theorists’ may gain 
control of the Government. He 
does not number John W. Davis 
among these dangerous persons, 
but he is apprehensive lest, 


through a congressional deadlock, 
Charles W. Bryan might obtain the 
presidency. The nomination of 
Bryan, Lazarus considers, was “a 
concession to radicalism." He be- 
lieves that the people do not want 
their Government turned over to 
the Bryans” 
Not an Alarmist, He Says. 

Jam not an alarmist.“ Lazarus 
says in a prepared statement. “J 
try to figure from cause to effect. 
I always try to analyze clamor 
to find whether it has any sub- 
stance. I have studied this pres- 
ent drive against the Constitution 
and find it has back of it serious 
possibilities. The situation is grave 
—too grave for an American who 
loves his country to hesitate. 

We are not only confronted 
with the demand that the Supreme 
Court be shorn of its right to pass 
upon acts of Congress and to de- 
termine whether they are in accord 
with the guaranties laid down in 
the Constitution, but we are con- 
fronted with Government owner- 
ship of rallroads. 

“What does that mean, not alone 
to the railroads, but to those who 
use them, the general public, the 
manufacturers, the farmers, the 
merchants and other shippers? It 
means the taking of these proper- 
ties out of the hands of men 
trained by years of experience in 
running them and turning them 
over to politicians, many of them 
of the stripe of Brookhart and La 
Follette. 

Result of U. 8. Operation. 

“The United States tried the ex- 
periment of Government operation 
during the war, and with what re- 
sults? That ghastly experiment cost 
the taxpayers during the period of 
Government control $1,500,000,000 
in taxes, cost the owners probably 
as much more, disrupted the trans- 
portation facilities of the entire 
country and cost shippers millions 
of dollars in lengthy delays and in- 
ability to furnish service. 

“But it is argued that La Follette 
and his crowd can run them effi- 
ciently. How could they be expect- 
ed to do any better than was done 
by the Democrats? 

“In addition, it is proposed to 
give the Government power to in- 
terfere further with the lives and 
homes of the people. 

“already the Government has 
gone too far in its interference 
with the indftvidual liberties of the 
citizens of the United States—but 
if the present drive is successful 
every citizen will be at the mercy 
of any radical majority which may 
at any time get control of Con- 
gress. 

View of Vote for Davis. 

“To vote for Davis, in my 
opinion, means to throw the elec- 
tion into Congress—the same Con- 
gress which made such an awful 
muddle of things at the last se- 
sion. 

“The Democrats and radicals 
would combine in the Senate and 
elect Brother Charley, and he and 
Brother Wiluam J. would immedi- 
ately begin their experiments with 
Government ownership and other 
socialistic t).eories.” 

“Coolidge should be re-elected in 
this crisis,” Lazarus says, “and 
congressmen of the type of Harry 
B. Hawes of St. Louis should be 
elected.” He adds a plea for the 
re-election of Hawes, a Democrat, 
“who has stood firm for the courts 
and orderly processes of govern- 
ment.” 

Favors Re-Election of Hawes. 

Lazarus, who is a Jew, said he 
indorsed Hawes also because of 
Hawes’ attitude against “bigotry 
and intolerance.” Hawes has been 
active in opposition to the Ku Klux 
Klan. Lazarus was asked whether 
he had considered the utterances 
of Davis on the klan, in comparison 
with President Coolidge’s silence on 
the same matter. 

“All I care to say about that,” 
Lazarus replied, “is that President 
Coolidge has indorsed the Knights 
of Columbus.” 

Lazarus said he had been a Dem- 
ocrat for 48 years, apd had always 
voted the Democratic ticket. He 
has been an active supporter of 
Senator Reed.

ARGUMENTS BEGIN 
IN HEARING ON 
INCOLN’S SANITY 


Attorney’s Addresses to 
Jury May End Today 
Alienist for State Says 
Slayer “Faked Insanity.“ 


By the Asrociated Press. 
GENEVA, III., Oct. 14.—The 


Kane County Circuit Court jury, 
which is to pass upon the mental 
condition of Warren J. Lincoln, 
jawyer-horticulturist of Aurora, 
confessed slayer of his wife and 
brother-in-law, is expected to 
get the case late today. 
Dr. J. H. Hinton. superin- 
tendent of the State Hospital for 
the Insane at Elgin, We last wit- 
ness. was called to the witness 
stand this morning. Hinton and 
H. J. Gahagen and Raymond F 
Dowell of the Veterans’ Bureau 
Chicago division, are the alienist« 
relied upon by the State to prove 
Lincoln sane. 

Gahagen and Dowell testified 
yesterday that Lincoln’s placing 
the heads or his victims in a con- 
crete block, after he had chopped 
up their bodies, did not establisr 
that he was insane. They thought 
rather that he had figured on a 
complete destroying of all evidence 
against him. His story that his 
steps had been dogged by a strange 
red-headed man and that bis wife 
hovered at his shoulder comforting 
him, they declared manufactured. 

To the surprise of the crowded 
courtroom, Lincoln seemed to en- 
joy testimony in which he was pic- 
tured as sane. He nodded his head 
approvingly when the doctors said 
he was mentally sound and that his 
thoughts were coherent. He has 
insisted all along that he is sane 
und tried to have his lawyers de- 
fend him as a man distracted only 
at the time he killed. 

State Rests Its Case. 

Dr. Hinton testified he had ex- 
amined the defendant several 
times. 

“On Jan. 19, 1924,” he Said, 
“Drs. Dowell and Gahagen accom- 
panied me. We made a complete 
physical and mental examination 
and found nothing of a derogatory 
nature. On Oct. 1, I examined him 
again and there was no change. He 
is still sane in my opinion.” 

The State rested its case with 
Dr. Hinton’s testimony and closing 
arguments were begun. 

Faked Insanity, Witness Says. 

On cross-examination of Gaha- 
gen, who is superintendent of 
the Mercyville Sanitarium, Aurora, 
and a member of the Cook County 
Crime Commission, Attorney D. H. 
Gunsil, Lincoln's chief of counsel, 
obtained an admission that Lincoln 
had told the doctor he was sane. 

Tes, but he faked insanity,“ the 
witness said. 

“You believed him then, Doctor,” 
Gunsul said, “when he said he was 
sane, but you disbelieved him when 
jhe acted insane.” 

“Yes, because he said that a 
red-headed man was trailing him 
at the same time his departed 
wife's spirit was accompanying 
him and there is no known case 
where an insane man has had a 
pleasant hallucination, simulta- 
neously with an unpleasant delu- 
Mon.“ 

Supported by Second Alienist. 

“Apparently, doctor, you de- 
lieved Lincoln’s statements where 
they confirmed your diagnosis, and 
gave them no consideration where 
they would indicate you had 
erred,” Gunsul said. 

Dr. Raymond Dowell, of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau, Chicago, the other 
alienist who testified that Lincoln 
was sane, replied smilarly to Dr. 
Gahagen on cross-examination.

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ULTRA-VIOLET RAY 
ADDS GROWTH AND 
HEALTH TO CHICKS 


Doctor Says Artificial Sunlight 
Also Will Prevent Chil- 
dren’s Diseases 
By the Associated Press. 
ORONO, Me. Oct. 14.—The 
health-giving effect of artificial 
sunlight, or ultra-violet rays ob- 
tained by use of a fused quartz 
mercury vapor arc lamp, has been 
demonstrated at the University of 
Maine by President C. C. Little of 
the university and Dr. W. T. Bovie, 
professor at the Harvard Medical 
School, who have been conducting 
experiments with chicks. The 
findings of these scientists, an- 
nounced today, show important 
medical properties of such light, 
not onlysin the raising of chicks, 
but also in the prevention of dis- 
eases of children, especially rick- 
ets. 
Experiments conducted on a 
brood of pedigreed chicks have in- 
dicated not only that larger and 
stronger chicks can be raised un- 
der the artificial sunlight, but also 
that chicks raised under sunlight 
filtered through ordinary window 
glass developed weak legs or rick- 
etts. 
Oridinary window glass is opaque 
to the sun’s ultra-violet rays. Dr. 
Bovie said the same principle 
would apply to children. 
“Babies, particularly those of 
poor families brought up in dark 
alleys and crowded tenement 
houses, and rich children brought 
up in homes where windows are 
closed and all sunlight is filtered 
through glass, develop rickets,” he 
said. “This is one of the chief 
causes of bow legs, which most 
mothers believe are caused by al- 
lowing the child to stand on its 
feet or walk too early in life.” 
The artificial sunlight lamp 
used at the University of Maine is 
somewhat similar to the bluish 
mercury lamp used by photogra- 
phers, except that instead of be- 
ing a glass tube, which is opaque 
to the ultra-violet rays, it is made 
of clear fused quartz.

A committee report, embodying 
the suggestion that Circuit Judges 
engaged in trying jury cases 
change their program 80 as to 
work about seven weeks more each 
year, was adopted last night by the 
St. Louis Bar Association, meeting 
at Melbourne Hotel. The plan 
will be submitted to the Judges at 
their December term meeting, but 
it is expected that some of the 
Judges will adopt it at once. 

The report adopted by the Bar 
Association is that of the Judiciary 
Committee, to which was delegated 
the task of framing recommenda- 
tions for the relief of the Circuit 
Court’s congested docket. It rec- 
ommends that the seven weeks be 
added to the year’s work by set- 
ting cases for trial during the 
three last weeks of September, by 
trying cases during the last week 
of each term, and by setting cases 
for late in each week, transferring 
the law dockets to Saturday in- 
stead of Friday. 

Approved by Some Judges. 

Presiding Judge Falkenhainer 
today said the plan had been dis- 
cussed by the Bar Association's 
committee and a committee of four 


Judges in conference and that it 


had been approved by these 
Judges. He believes it will be sat- 
isfactory to all the Judges, unless 
a better plan should be suggested.

Prevalence Attributed by Doctor to 
Longer Life of Today.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 14.— 


Diabetes is becoming more and 
more common, Dr. Elliot P. Joslin 


of Harvard Medical School and a 
national authority on the disease, 
told the clinical conference of the 
Medical Association of the South- 
west, which met here yesterday. 
He attributed the prevalence of di- 
abetes to the fact that it usually 
is an affection of mature years 
and that “people now live longer 
than they did 50 years ago. 
Diabetes, however, can be pre- 
vented and insulin is proving of 
high value in its treatment, he 
said. Dr. Joslin added that the 
increase in the average human life 
has been due in large measure to 
the advance of medical science

HUGHES REPLIES TO DAVIS 
ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS; BLAMES 
DEMOCRATS FOR INFLATION 


Says United States Will Not Consent That Its 
Domestic Questions Be Settled by Any 
Group of Powers. 


By the Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 


Secretary of State Hughes, 
speaking here last night in the hall 
occupied Saturday by John W. 
Davis, Democratic presidential 
nominee, answered attacks by the 
latter on the present Republican 
administration and made a plea 


for the election of Coolidge. 

Mr. Hughes termed Davis’ dec- 
larations that there had been more 
bank and business failures in the 
last three years than in the three 
years prior to 1921 as “extraor- 
dinary statements.” 

“The serious condition which 
arose in 1920 and 1921.“ Hughes 
declared, “were due to the un- 
wise financing policy of the 
Democratic administration.” 

The speaker declared the Dem- 
ocratic administration resorted to 
deliberate inflation, leading to ap- 
palling profiteering and specula- 
tion, and then brought about a 
drastic deflation program which 
resulted in a smash. 

“The Democratic administration 
planted a mine under our eco- 
nomic system and blew it up.“ 
Hughes declared in answer to 
Davis, 
responsible for the debris. 
later failures are simply 
posure of the debris.” 

Hughes was accorded an en- 
thusiastic reception by the 
crowd which packed the audito- 
rium to capacity. 

League and Domestic Questions. 

American sentiment will 
“tolerate” submission of domestic 
questions “to the determination of 
any group of Powers,” Secretary 
Hughes said. 

Hughes did not mention the

The younger 
actor, for all his erudition and in- 
tegrity of purpose, seemed to lack 
that flash of genius which kindles 
an audience to convinced emotion. 


Montfleury, the actor, may have 
believed himself in danger of a 
drubbing; but we dia not. During 
the balcony scene, one kept repeat- 
ing, “This is moving,” and still re- 
mained unmoved.

With all cGeference to the fame 
of this drama, we cannot help be- 
lieving that the playwright set his 
principal ac‘or a task well-nigh im- 
possibile. Writing at the age of 29. 
Rostand, with astounding resource, 
and with a I rench artist's mastery 
of stage construction, attempted to 
amalgamate two characters appar- 
ently irreconcilable. One was the 
Cyrano of history: the other. the 
Cyrano of the poet’s invention. 

The first was the eminent 
French writer and skpetic who de- 
voted himself to war om supersti- 
tion and falsehood: who, like 


Beethoven iu music, sturdily vir.di- 


cated the cignity of letters, in an 
age of servility, by refusing to «ub- 
mit himseif to a patron. Voltaire. 
in the next generation, deliberately 
made himself independent oy en- 
aging as a young man in swind- 
ling army contracts. 

De Bergerac adopted a more 
manly method; by gaining a repu- 
tation as a spadassin and rakehell. 
he cleared a space about his soul. 
To be sure, Voltaire died in his bed 
at the age of 84; while De Ber- 
gerac was assassinated in his thir- 
ty-sixth year by a Ilackey who 
dropped a block of wood on his 
head from a window—at the in- 
stigation, it is believed, of some 
enemy exasperated by his lam- 
poons. 

On the other hand, Rostand 
found it necessary to invent out of 
whole cloth a sex interest. The 
story of Cyrano’s passion for that 
decadent precieuse, his cousin, 
Roxane: and of his sacrifice in be- 
half of her accepted sultor, 
Christian, has probably been re- 
sponsible for many floods of 
tears. 

Warrior Loves From Ambush. 

Yet, divesting this celebrated af- 
fair of sublimely sounding noises, 
such as the words “chivaliry’’ and 
“sacrifice,” we discover that Ros- 
tand has depicted his apostie of 
truth as engaging in a fraud and 
a lie. Cyrano, the swashbuckler 
who puts 100 assassins to rout, is 
in the next scene represented ag a 
poltroon. In love, he is afraid to 
put his destiny to the touch, and 
eagerly seizes upon an opportunity 
of wooing from ambush, behind 
the mask of Christian's fair face. 
Nose or no nose, the historical Cy- 
rano would have loved boldly, in 
the open. 

We can imagine an epilogue in 
which Roxane would tear off her 
widow's weeds and bitterly re- 
proach her cousin's memory for 
his fatal meddling in her life. Out- 
side of his comedy scenes, Mr. 
Hampden, it appears, emphasizes 
the sentimentalised Cyrano instead 
of the warrior of sword and 
thought. 

One of his achievements is a 
nose—no, not a nose, but the 
snout of a pig, enormous, horrific, 
obscene. It is decorated with 
knobs, and there is an upturned 
tip which one can imagine rooting 
in the earth for truffies. As his 
portraits show, the historic Cyrano 
also boasted a nose, but it was & 
noble crag or peninsula of cartil- 
age, a monument of Roman nasa! 
architecture. Of course, a feature 
so commanding and majestic 
would never do in the play, where

Sutter, former member of the Unit- 
ed States Shipping Board, will be 
held tomorrow from undertaking 
parlors at 3856 Lindell boulevard 
to St. Rose Church: Interment 
will be in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

Satter died at his apartments in 
the Buckingham Hotel Sunday 
morning after a long iliness due to 
stomach trouble.

100 CASUALTIES 


Dead and Wounded Strew 
the Streets of Tuxtla, 
Capital of Chiapas, Says 
Dispatch.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 14.—A 
bloody clasa between political fac- 
tions at Tuxtla Gutierrez, on Sun- 
day, in which more than 100 per- 
sons are did to have been ki'led 
or wounded, is reported in press 
dispatches. The Mexican War De- 
partment confirms the news of the 
fight, but is giving out no details. 

The press dispatches tays the 
trouble began when supporters of 
General Carlos Vidal, Governor- 
elect of Chiapas, organized a dem- 
onstration for his reception, a large 
crowd gathering at the railway sta- 
tion. Upon General Vidal's arrival 
a score of shots was fired tuto the 
crowd allegedly by supportecs of 
Ramierez Corso, the defeatei gub- 
ernatorial candidate. The volley 
caused ma ay fatalities, among them 
women and children, it its de- 
clared. 

Federal troops, rushed to the 
scene, were received with shots by 
the alleged Ramierez Corso sup- 
porters, who had taken a stand in 
the Government Building. This waa 
captured by the troops after a shor* 
and sanguine encounter. All per- 
sons found inside were arrested. 

The dispatches state that the 
streets of the city at the scene of 
encounter were strewn with dead 
and wounded. Two of Gen. Vidal's 
aides are reported to have been 
among those killed.

BAKER OPENS HlS 
VAMPAIGN OF FOUR 
DAYS IN ST. LOUIS 


Republican Nominee for 
Governor Heard by 
Crowd of 500 at New- 
stead and Enright. 


Sam A. Baker, Republican nomi- 
nee for Governor, dealt with his 
course of official conduct if elect- 
ed, the Constitution of the Unite 


States, and interpolated an occa- 
sional funny story with a Biblical 
twist in an address last night at 
Lane Tabernacle, Newstead an! 
Enright avenues, before a crowd of 
500 persons, mostly negroes. It 
was his first appearance in four- 
day campaign throughout the city 
and St. Louis County. 

Congressman Dyer, Twelfth Dis- 
trict, and Michael J. Hart, Repub- 
lican candidate for Congress from 
the Eleventh District, also spoke. 

Reviews His Official Record. 

Baker reviewed his record as 
State Superintendent of School- 
over a four-year period and pointed 
to his attempts to improve negro 
school facilities. He promised to 
continue this work if elected and 
said that negro schools in rura 
Missouri were in a deplorable con- 
dition and needed attention. 

He mentioned neither the prohti- 
bition law nor the Ku Klux Klan. 
but said he intended to enforce al! 
the laws and was opposed to “any 
group that has for its purpose its 
exaltation at the expense of any 
other group.” He promised ta ex 
ercise judicicusly the power of par- 
don and parole and said that hard- 
ened criminals were not deservine 
of another chance. 

He urged support of President 
Coolidge and Republican principles 
and said Republican platforms 
since 1856 had been much the 
same. He interpreted this constant 
tone to a desire to carry on the 
principles of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. Constitutional guar- 
antees were dealt with fully. 

After Baker had departed, Hart 
pointed out that the gubernatorial 
candidate had written the plank de- 
nouncing the klan which was in- 
corporated in the Republican State 
platform. He attacked the Demo- 
cratic klan plank, pointing out that 
it opposed the klan “if” R or any 
other organization proscribed cer- 
tain citizens. 


Hart Alle Nelson. 


Hart charged that Dr. Arthur 
W. Nelson, Democratic nominee for 
Governor, was afraid to speak in 
St. Louls because “someone might 
ask him where he stands on the 
klan.” “My opponent (Congress- 
man Harry B. Hawes) has been 
answering for him but that is not 
enough,” Hart said. It is for Nel- 
son himself to answer the charge 
made by George H. Moore, his op- 
ponent in the primaries, that he 
joined the klan at California, Mo., 
last year.” 

Congressman Dyer flayed the 
Democratic party and said any ne- 
gro who supported it would be open 
to the charge of being foolish or 
having sold his vote. He aserted 
states under Democratic adminis- 
tration were the most poorly gov- 
erned in the Union and said that 
race prejudice and  disfranchise- 
ment of negro voters were most 
prevalent in the South, which is 
under Democratic domination.

SURFACE SIGNS

But Logic of Past Perform- 
ances and Registration 
Figures Indicate Coolidge 
Will Carry State.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.— 
California is likely to decide the 
fate of the presidency in 1924 as 
it did in 1916, and the State is al! 
atwitter at the prospect. 

The surface indications all point 
to La Follette’s getting its 13 elec- 
toral votes—that is, the evident 
panic of the Republican politicians, 
the evidence of solidarity in the la- 
bor organizations, the raw votes, 
and the clamorous zealotry of the 
La Follette supporters, with the 
consciousness that the bulk of the 
strength of Hiram Johnson's or- 
ganization has been turned to the 
Wisconsin candidate, throw an in- 
tense La Follette shadow. 

On the other hand the political 
data, the logic of past perform- 
ances, the statistics of primaries 
and registration, give it to Cool- 
idge. It is not at all improbable 
that the coming or staying away of 
la Follette himself from California 
will determine how the Golden 
State is to go in November. 

In other words, if the insurgent 
chief, already being raised to a 
status of popular idolatry compar- 
able with that of Roosevelt in Call- 
aornia, should appear before a few 
audiences out here—it would like- 
ty tip the scale, now so precarious- 
ly balanced. 

It does not follow his staying 
away will lose him the State. The 
transit of his running mate, When 
er, with his theatricalism of a va- 
cant chair, to which he addresses 
the questions propounded to Presi« 
dent Coolidge, may have already 
turned the trick, but the La Fol- 
lette devotees are praying that La 
Follette will realize the importance 
of his appearance and show him- 
self in his latest dominion. 

La Follette Managers Surprised. 

Nobody was more surprised at 
the appearance of California as 
valid La Follette territory than the 
La Follette managers themselves. 
It did not figure in their early 
calculations at all. They assumed 
that Hiram Johnson's soreness at 
the humilation of having his State 
taken away from him by Coolidgs 
might diminish the President's ma- 
jority, but that is all, and origin- 
ally no campaign was intended on 
the Pacific Coast south of Oregon. 

The registration figures, mor: 
than a million Republicans and 
less than half as many for the ar- 
zregate of the Democrats and the 
scattering political sects seemed to 
preclude any other conclusion. 
These same registration figures are 
now the sole consolation, the real 
rock of hope, to the Republicans. 

They would seem conclusive, ex- 
cept for the precedent of eight 
years ago, when a snub to Johnson 
turned the State from Hughei to 
Woodrow Wilson, though Johnson 
held his!majority of 200 000. 

The regular Republican states- 
men have been telling me that 
Hiram Johnson's influence ig 
gone: that with his defeat in the 
primaries he ceased to. be an im- 
portant figure in California; and 
they point to the presence of such 
Johnson captains as Neumuller 
and Al McCabe in the Coolidge or- 
ganization as evidence of the de- 
struction of the Johnson machine. 

It may be true but it is also 
true that while a lot of the officers 
of the Johnson army are with the 
Coolidge organization—how -in 
cerely is a matter of debeate—the 
rank and file has not followed 
them.

50 FAR THAN IN ALL OF 1923

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 14.— 
The motor vehicle registration di- 
Vision of the Secretary of State's 
‘epartment issued a total of 624. 
478 State automobile license plates 
up to Oct. 1, an increase of 46,889 
for the first nine months of this 
year Over the 477,589 licenses is- 
sued in Missouri during the 12 
months of 1923, o. G. Steininger, 
commissioner in charge of the di- 
vision, announced today. Approx- 
imately $4,400,000 in license fees 
was paid into the State treasury 
up to Oct. 1, compared to 34.004. 
000 for all of last year. 

The 524,478 automobile licenses 
issued included 474,320 for passen- 
ger cars and 60,158 for motor 
trucks. In addition the division 
has issued 2686 licenses to deal- 
ers, 18.190 chauffeurs’ badges, 
3095 operators’ badges, 1970 mo- 
tor-cycle license plates, 932 
licenses for trailers, 1190 plates 
for State cars and nine plates for 
State motor cycles. The, division 
has issued 241,910 certificate of 
title. 

Of the foregoing licenses, the St. 
Louis branch office registered 
118,149 owners, 18.750 trucks, 13,- 
930 chauffeurs, 1864 operators, 
1193 motor cycles and 787 trailers. 

Licenses were issued for 114,179 
automobiles and trucks owned in 
St. Louis, up to Oct. 1, an tncrease 
of 11,908 over the registration for 
all of last year. St. Louis County 
showed a registration of 24,426 up 
to Oct. 1, a gain of 3615 over all 
of last year. Kansas City’s regis- 
tration of 64,509 on Oct. 1 was a 
gain of 3634 over the 1923 total. 

The registration in all but five of 
the 114 counties on Oct. 1 exceeded 
their totals for 1923.

STRIKE DECISION APPEAL

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The 
motive of railroad employes in or- 


dering a strike which resulted in 
the obstruction of interstate com- 


| merce and delay in the dispatch of 
the mails must be determined by a 
jury and the verdict of the jury 
will not be set aside by appellate 
courts when it appears that all es- 
sential facts were presented during 
the trial. 

This principle of law was recog- 
nized by the Supreme Court yes- 
terday when it refused to review a 
case in which: former employes of 
th Atchison, Topekk & Santa Fe 
Railroad were convicted of a crim- 
inal conspiracy during the shop- 
men’s strike of 1922. The court 
did not hand down a written deci- 
sion, but simply refused to grant 
a writ sought by the convicted em- 
ployes, thus in substance affirm- 
ing the lower courts. 

The finding by the Ninth Circuit 
Court of Appeals that all conten- 
tions raised by the striking em- 
ployes had been fully presented to 
and considered by the jury, it was 
indicated, was sufficient to satisfy 
the Supreme Court that the con- 
troversy presented no questions for 
its consideration. 

The case had been closely fol- 
lowed by railroad officials and 
employes because it presented the 
problem of the weight which 
juries must give to the official! 
declarations of railroad employes 
in setting forth the reasons which 
actuated them in declaring @& 
strike. The employes insisted that 
the jury should be controlled in 
looking for the motive for the 
strike by the demands which they 
had made upon their employers, 
while the Government contended 
that the jury was free to consider 
all facts in reaching its verdict. 


WHOLESALE FORGERIES OF 
EMIGRANT PAPERS CHARGED

of papers authorizing 
emigrants, allegedly German, to 
enter the Untted States are 
charged against afi American and 
a Pole now under arrest. 

It is alleged they manufactured 
and sold to Russians, Poles and 
residents of the various Baltic 
states, who were smuggied into 
Germany, documenta representing 
them to be Germans entitled to en- 
ter America as farm superintend- 
ents or near relatives of persons 
already there. 

The fraud also extended to «4 
German office near the Polish 
frontier, where a minor official 
certified that prospective emi- 
grants to America, who had just 
entered Germany and had never 
held a hoe, were German farm su- 
perintendents or had been agri- 
culturists for years. 

The practice has been so general 
that the American consulate is in- 
vestigating every paper at its 
source of origin. It has deen 
found that birth certificates, doc- 
tors’ certificates and consular per- 
mits to sail for America have been 
forged in many cases.
